The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Com- 
mission under sub-section (1) of Section 11, of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Act 1952 (74 of 1952) read with 
Notification of the Government of India, Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry S.O. 1162, dated the 4th May 1960, has 
been obtained to the following amendments made to the 
Bye-laws of the Agra Merchants’ Chamber Ltd., Agra, 
the same having been previously placed on the Notice 
Board of the Chamber pursuant to Section 11 of the said 
Act and Rule 11 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) 
Rules. 1954. 


Amendments 

1. In Bye-law 5, in line 2, for the figure ‘150’, the figure 
nod’, shall be substituted. 

2. After Bye-law 34, the following new Bye-law shall be 
added as Bye-law 34A, namely: — 

“34A. The Board or any committee authorised by the 
Board, under special circumstances, may call for 
an additional cash or personal security of any 
amount from any broker and being so called upon 
the broker shall have to furnish the same. Such 
security shall carry no interest,” 

3. In Bye-law 93A(c), in lines 2 and 4, for the word and 
figure ‘Sudi 5' the word ‘twentieth’ shall be substituted. 

4. For Bye-law 94(b), the following Bye-law shall be 
substituted, namely: — 


“94(b\ In respect of the above Hedge Contract, there 
shall be three deliveries in a year viz., MAY 
AUGUST and NOVEMBER of Gregorian Calendar 
months. Trading in Laha Hedge Contract in diffe- 
rent deliveries shall commence in the months as 
hereunder : — 


In the month of October for MAY delivery. 

In the month of April for AUGUST delivery. 

In the month of July for NOVEMBER delivery.” 


5. In Bye-law 96D, for the schedule of due dates the fol- 
lowing schedule shall be substituted, namely: — 


MAY 31st May. 

AUGUST 31st August. 

NOVEMBER 30th November. 

6. In Bye-law 97 (aa). 

(i) In line 4, for the words and figures “Sudi 5 and 
Sudi 15” the words “twentieth and last date” shall 
be substituted. 

(ii) In line 6, for the word and figure “Sudi 15” the 
words “the last date of delivery month” shall be 
substituted. 


7. In Bye-law 125, in line 2, for the word and figure 
“Sudi 5“ the word “twentieth” shall be substituted. 

8. In Demand Notice Form, in line 6, the word ‘Samvat’ 
shall be deleted. 

9. In Delivery Order Form, in line 6, the word ‘Samvat’ 
shall be deleted. 

10. After Bye-law 247. the following new Bye-law shall 
be added as Bye-law 247 A, namely; — 

“247A(a) The Board shall, every year as soon as it is 
constituted under the Articles of Association, ap- 
point a Vigllence Committee of not more than 3 
persons from among the Directors and/or mem- 
bers. 

(b) The Forward Markets Commission shall, however, 
have power to appoint, at any time or from time 
to time, not more than two persons, whether mem- 
bers or not, to be members of the said Vigilence 
Committee, in addition to the members appointed 
under clause (a). 

(c) The Chairman of the Committee shall be the mem- 
ber elected from time to time in a meeting of the 
Vigilence Committee, The quorum of the meeting 
of the Committee shall be of two members includ- 
ing the Chairman of the Committee. 

(dj The Vigilence Committee shall have power to 
investigate into and report on the violations of 
any provisions of the Bye-laws or rules, regula- 
tions, orders or instructions issued thereunder, or 
under the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 
1952 or on such other matters of a like nature as 
may be entrusted to it by the Board either on its 
own initiative or on receipt of complaints of such 
violations. The Committee shall, at least once In 
every three months or oltener if necessary, send 
a report to the Board as to the work done by it.” 

11. After Bye-law 292, the following new Bye-law shall 
be added as By-law No. 293, namely; — 

“293. For the purpose of Hedge Contracts for Laha 
Jeth 2020, delivery, Bhadon 2020 and Mangsir 2020 
deliveries the provisions of Bye-laws 93A(c), 
94(b), 96D, 97 (aa' 125, Demand Notice Form and 
Delivery Order Form as they stood immediately 
before the 3rd April, 1963 shall be applicable. And 
for the purpose of Laha Hedge Contracts for MAY 
1964, delivery and subsequent deliveries the pro- 
visions of the said Bye-laws as amended or added 
on the aforesaid date shall be applicable.”
